The pup was purchased for 
$25. "Unless the person who 
stole her bothered to take her to 
the veterinarian, she'll probably 
die," said Mrs. Bryant, who was 
giving the dog medicine for 
hookworms when it was stolen. 


"Me and the kids have been 


trying to make a go of it alone 
here for five years," Mrs. 
Bryant said yesterday. 


But within the last three 


years, the family has lost three 
Great Dane puppies: two have 
been stolen (one was taken 
three years ago) and the third 
was killed in a fight with 
another dog. 


The Bryants let "Shelli" out 


two weeks ago and haven't seen 
her since. 


The next Monday, after 


searching the neighborhood 
time and time again, Mrs. 
Bryant placed advertisements 
in newspapers 
and had a 


description of the lost dog 
broadcast by local radio sta- 
tions. 


Mrs. Bryant said the ads not- 


ed that a reward for the dog's 
return would be given, but no 
specific amount of money was 
mentioned. 


One of her daughters, 13- 


year-old Robin, even offered to 
trade her 10-speed bicycle for 
"Shelli." Robin said she and the 
other children "just loved the 
dog." A few days later "a guy 
called and said he'd heard on 
the radio that I'd lost the dog 
and was offering a $300 reward 
for it," Mrs. Bryant recalled. 


She told the caller that she 


couldn't pay that much and the 
man replied "What could you 
pay?" She said that her finan- 
cial situation was very bad. 
She'd recently returned to work 
after being on strike for five 
months.

Alicia Haliburton 13, was asleep 
in the same upstairs bedroom 
with them, but managed to es- 
cape by jumping from a second 
story window. Alicia was treat- 
ed later for a leg injury. 


Alicia told Benton Harbor 


police she was awakened by the 
smoke and tried unsuccessfully 
to arouse her sisters. She told 
officers she then attempted to 
get downstairs but the flames 
were already coming up the 
stairs. 


Firemen 
said when they 


arrived the flames were shoot- 
ing out the home's windows. 
Fireman Tom Fogarty used a 
ladder to the second story win- 
dow to bring out Sabrina and 
Cynthia. Firemen and Rampart 
ambulance attendants attempt- 
ed to revive the two girls with 
resuscitators and cardio-pul- 
monary resuscitation. 


The deaths were the first as 


the result of fire in Benton Har- 
bor this year, but the fire toll in 
Berrien county was raised to 
nine for the year. The exact 
cause of death had not yet been 
determined this morning. 


Henry Scott, 21, also of 753

fire. He was treated at Mercy 
hospital for apparently minor 
burns, according to Benton 
Harbor police.

brought the girls out before the 
fire spread."

and other major cities, the Business 
Roundtable 
strongly 
urges 
its 


member and nonmember corpora- 
tions to lend their personnel expertise 
!to those beleaguered communities. 


The Roundtable numbers the chief 


executives of some 160 major com- 
panies. 
' 


The idea is not the first to be ad- 


vanced. 


Municipal elections have a way of 


•the candidates calling upon the 
-business community to join hands 
:with the politicians in an uplift, and 
;lpcaUy the thought has been in prac- 
tice for several years in many areas. 
The Area Resources Improvement 
Council (ARIC), for instance, is a 
Twin City version launched nine 
•years ago. 


It is the first, though, to be ad- 


vanced from the national level oc- 
:ctipied by the Roundtable, the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, the National 
Association of Manufacturers and 
similar groups. 


The problem confronting the cities 


and the Roundtable is a truism which 
finds difficulty in securing many 
believers. Cities cannot exist without 
-commerce and industry. Neither can 
nor will business dwell in badly 
managed cities. The best operated 
American cities are those having a 
strong core of business and execu- 
tives at their disposal. 


Among the large cities, Chicago is 


a reasonably good illustration of the 
truism. The Windy City has its trou- 
bles but not of the dimension beset- 
ting Detroit and New York because an 
.adept political machine and a strong, 
willing to serve business fraternity 
work in tandem. Somewhat belatedly, 
Detroit is trying to patch together the 
same alliance. New York sinks ever 
deeper because, if the necessity is 


recognized, there has been no desire 
yet to form up such a relationship. 


The Wall Street Journal stated the 


case very ably the other day. 


Supplying button-down accountants 


and lawyers from the executive suite 
will produce nothing. 


The Roundtable's members must 


realize from the outset that the cities' 
difficulties are politically created. 


Public employee unions have a 


throttlehold on many towns. 


The recipients of Uncle Sam's war 


on poverty are a voting bloc which 
can nullify the slightest effort to slice 
some of them from the welfare rolls. 


Rent control, which fortunately for 


most cities is not widespread but 
which is most appealing, eats at the 
local tax base. 


Local charter and state constitu- 


tional controls over cities which had a 
valid reason for their existence 
decades ago today are stumbling 
blocks to local communities trying to 
lift themselves by their own boots- 
traps. 


Short slighted self interest within 


what should be the responsible, for- 
ward looking element in a city is 
another hurdle. The St. Joseph city 
hall is wrestling with a sample of that 
hanging back. Two property owners 
within 
a 
proposed 
Downtown 


Development Authority seek to be 
excluded from its proposed special 
assessment to launch the project on 
the claim their properties are not 
specially benefitted. 


In a word, the Roundtable has to 


stare at some ugly realities booby- 
trapping the path to progress. 


If its members are willing to come 


to grips with the political vampires 
sucking at the cities' vitals, the battle 
is half won.

when the British granted Uganda 
independence on Oct. 9, 1962. He 
blamed them for the country's 
economic problems. 


This year's observance of indepen- 


dence day comes at a time when living 
under Amin's rule is perilous not only 
to the few remaining foreigners but to 
many of the 11 million Ugandans.

Ford Stumbles 


His Way To Top 


With the Ford Campaign — A 
French essayist once observed 
that “the gods, to show us their 
power, and abate our presump­ 
tions, seeing they could not 
make fools wise have made 
them fortunate.” 
He might have been referring 
to (Jerald Ford, who may or 
may not be a fool, but who is 
certainly one of the luckiest of 
men. 
Surely the fellow is protected 
by the heavens. He is a routine 
man. of few talents, who has a 
proclivity for doing the wrong 
thing or nothing at all. And yet 
he inevitably manages to mud­ 
dle through. 
This has been true from the 
beginning of his public life. 
Twenty-eight years ago he was a 
middle-aged attorney of no note, 
apparently destined to live out 
his life as one of the names on a 
legal shingle But the gods were 
gracious. Michigan Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg became upset with 
the 
incumbent 
Republican 
congressman from the Grand 
Rapids 
area, 
and 
casually 
tapped Ford as the successor. 
Fortuitously, then, Jerry Ford 
fell into one of the safest House 
seats in America. 
It is fair to say he wasn’t a 
remarkable representative. For 
instance he never authored a 
meaningful piece of legislation. 
And yet by chance he made the 
right friends Therefore in 1965. 
when Republican lawmakers 
decided to replace Charles 
Halieck as 
House minority 
leader. Ford became the least- 
offensive candidate. Again for­ 
tune smiled. And good Jerry 
stumbled on to a larger oppor­ 
tunity. 
Then of course came the 
resignation of Spiro Agnew in 
1973. Richard Nixon wanted to 
replace him with John formally 
of Texas, but he feared a 
confrontation with a Congress 
already made hostile by Water­ 
gate revelations. What to do? 
Pick a nice, safe nobody. Enter 
Representative Ford. And 10 
months later, the gods who 


watch over drunks and small 
children put the man from 
Grand Rapids on the throne. 
The fates might have ended 
the alliance with a Ford in the 
presidency. But a month ago it 
was clear they had not. Mr. 
Ford went to the Republican 
National Convention 
as the 
second choice of a majority of 
the delegates, Ronald Reagan 
being the emotional favorite. 
Yet Ford won in spite of him­ 
self. He was no inspiration, but 
very happily he was president, 
and so he blundered through 
again. 


And now it seems to be hap­ 
pening once more in this cam­ 
paign for the White House for 
the 
next 
four 
years. 
The 
President has everything going 
against him but the gods. His 
stock with the people is low, his 
position in the polls is second 
place, and his party is outnum­ 
bered by the opposition some 
three to one. And yet he's gain­ 
ing every day. 
Typically he is gaining in a 
cunous way He is standing on a 
record that is, at best, dull, and 
he is occasionally haranguing 
the voters with w hat can only be 
described as a monotone shout. 
But his opponent is doing even 
worse. Jimmy Carter has yet to 
be able to define the issues, has 
yet to convince .Americans that 
piosity is of a kind with bold 
leadership. So given a choice 
between two vague men, more 
and more voters seem to lean to 
the one they know best: Ford. 
Well, how fortunate for Mr. 
Ford, even if his promoters feel 
he is not so lucky as events 
perceive. Actually, his staff 
thinks the President is snakebit, 
a political Joe Btfsplk They say 
the recent spat of stones linking 
Ford to congressional illegali­ 
ties is. to quote one officer, 
“The worst thing to happen to a 
presidential candidate in this 
century.” Aides feel the rumors 
may halt the accelerating Ford 
momentum, perhaps even doom 
for good his November chances.

and that insurance plans such 
as Blue Cross and Blue Shield — 
if a person is lucky enough to 
have one — pick up only a part 
of the expense. Such plans do 
not cover all types of care, do 
not pay certain expenses above 
a maximum level, and pay only 
for a semi-private hospital 
room, not a private one. 
But any member of Congress 
who falls ill may go to the U.S.

Bethesda, Md , or the Army- 
operated Walter Reed Medical 
Center in northwest Washing­ 
ton.

brake system Knight adds also 
have the car checked if it is 
behaving strangely. 
According to Knight, many 
brake problems could be avoid­ 
ed if people realized that letting 
a foot rest on the brake pedal 
wears out 
the brakes, 
and 
especially disc brakes. Brown 
says if the pedal becomes soft, 
have it checked and adjusted. 
The service m anagers also 
agree, the driver should make 
sure all fluid levels in the car 
are 
checked 
and 
kept 
up, 
including battery water, oil and 
transmission fluid. 
Knight says tires should be 
rotated every 8.000 miles, at 
least from front to back and vice 
versa. In the process, if the 
front tires are w earing the 
mechanics will notice when they 
are changing the tires. 
He 
recom m ends 
people 
should take their cars to repu­ 
table dealers where they have 
experienced 
m echanics 
who 
keep up with the changes in 
cars. 
Joslyn says people should

regularly check the air pressure 
on their tires. The front end 
should be kept in line and tires 
should be rotated. He suggests 
giving tires a visual inspection 
for w ear and says unbalanced 
wheels and poor shocks can also 
cause tire wear. 
It is especially im portant to 
check the anti-freeze in the car 
when getting ready for winter, 
the service m anagers agree. 
Joslyn says if the anti-freeze 
is dirty or rusty looking, it 
should be changed. Goodrich 
says if the anti-freeze is rusty, a 
rust inhibitor and conditioner 
can be added. He said last year 
when anti-freeze was so scarce, 
even the m anufacturers recom­ 
mended the additives. 
Goodrich also says, all hoses 
and belts should be checked 
when getting ready for winter 
Brown says the coolant should 
be checked every winter and the 
radiator flushed when neces­ 
sary. Knight says the anti­ 
freeze should be kept strong and 
clean and should be changed 
every two years. 


Other advice Knight has for 
winter is to let a car warm up 
for about three minutes on cold 
mornings rather than starting 
out with a cold engine. 
He also says if a woman is 
faced with driving on icy roads, 
she may find it easier to control 
her car by driving in the lower 
drive, or drive 2, of the trans­ 
mission. This may prevent the 
spinning sometimes associated 
with starting off and will help to 
slow the motor down for less 
stress on the brakes. He says it 
is possible to drive in the lower 
drive while driving on city 
streets, but not on superhigh­ 
ways. 
Many 
car 
dealers 
keep 
records on the work done to 
custom er's cars to help their 
customers. 
While (HHtdrich observes that 
more people are doing some of 
their own work such as oil 
changes to save money, Knight 
says his company attem pts to 
keep competitive and is helped 
by Ford Motor company so they 
can do reasonable preventative 


care for their custom ers. They 
also send out rem inder cards to 
customers rem inding them it is 
time to have preventative care 
He advises if at any time, a 
car won’t start, 
the driver 
should check to make sure the 
care is in neutral or park. He 
has sent men out to help people 
only to find the car was in drive 
instead of neutral or park. 
Nancy Brown has the unusual 
position as a woman service 
m anager for an autom obile 
dealer Although she hasn't had 
the job very long, she previously 
sold auto parts for many years. 
She says she has not done 
some of the m ajor repairs, but 
has done such work as building 
the ignition and solenoid and 
can spot a trouble area from her 
experience. 
She says if people will bring 
in their cars for preventative 
care and the mechanic spots an 
area where trouble can develop, 
she will call the custom er to 
find out if they want the work 
done to save tim e and trouble 
Bob Goodrich says women 
should know som ething about 
their cars and should know 
those who work on their cars 
and be able to trust them. 
For instance, if a woman has 
a flat tire, she could avoid being 
stranded for a long time, if she 
can change her own tire. 
If she knows the various parts 
of the car. she will know if she 
has txrn treated fairly when the 
car has been repaired. 
She should know enough about 
her ear to know that “ she isn’t 
being ripped off,” he said. 
Goodrich says in some places, 
Chrysler Corp., offers WOW — 
Women On Wheels — classes to 
help women with their cars. 
The information provided by 
WOW ranges from safety fea­ 
tures to explicit directions on 
how to change a tire if neces­ 
sary in an emergency situation 
WOW also tells when and how 
to check fluid levels and most 
importantly, why it is is neces­ 
sary. It explains what happens 
to the car if the preventative 
maintenance is not done, such 
as elem ents like dirt and dust 
combining with oil to make 
sludge 
WOW also tells what some of 
those “ noises” are and when 
they can mean such as a loud 
squeal when the driver ac­ 
celerates may mean a loose fan 
belt.

It does deprive him 
of the happiness and joy as- 
sociated with his family, his job, 
and his right to a normal exis- 
tence.

hypochondriac centers around 
his constant concern about the 
state of his physical and emo- 
tional health.

I.AXSIXG. Mich. (AP) — The state Senate has narrowly 


rejected a proposal to cut off unemployment compensation for 
\mrkers \vho voluntarily Quit their jobs. The Senate voted 17-12 
Thursday in favor of an amendment to an unemployment 
compensation bill which would have ended payments to those 
who (juit their jobs. That was three votes short of the 20 needed 
to pass the amendment. 


The entire bill, which remains before the Senate, would 


eliminate present laws that let ioca! units of government set up 


their emu unemployment compensation systems. Such action 
would force all units of government under the state system. 
Many cities and counties have protested the bill, saying it 
would cost them millions of dollars in extra unemployment 
compensation payments. Backers of the bill arsue thai some 
local programs cut or eliminate benefit payments for some 
workers who would gel paid under the state system. 


But the dispute centered around the state's controversial law 


which provides reduced payments for people who quit their 
jobs. L'nder state law. a worker wno quits his job has benefits 
delayed by 13 weeks. The issue of voluntary* quits was one of the 


most controversial disputes when the Democratic legislature 
and GOT. William Millikcn bargained over unemployment 
compensation revisions more than a year ago. The ineligibility 
IK'riod was lengthened to 13 weeks, but the GOP still wants to 
eliminate payments for those who quit. 


Charging that aid to those who voluntarily quit is the biggest 


problem with Michigan's unemployment system. Sen. John 
Welborn. R-Kalaniazou. introduced an amendment to strike 
benefits for such persons. Welborn said more than 1S2.(KRI 
•KTsons draw unemployment benefits although they voluntarily 
quit their jobs. Cutting out such payments, he said, could save 


Michigan business NOW million a year in unemployment 
payments. 


Oilier lawmakers agreed with Welborn. Son. Richard Allen. 


R-Alina. said it was "immoral and unethical" to quit and claim 
benefits. Sen. Alvin DeGrou- commented: "Hen- is your chance 
to do something — in the long run the (present) law is going to 
kill a lot of jobs in Michigan." Opponents of the bill argued 
such revisions should wait until next year, and promised a 
thorough review of the problem. They said the definition a 
"voluntary quit" presents thorny problems which could not be 
worked out on the spot.

When they came back, 
the shackles were no longer on 
his ankles — they were in his 
pocket. 


The shackles were put back 


on, and Luttrell was taken 
before a judge to have his trial 
date set. But as he left the 
courtroom, guards noticed he 
was walking normally — the 
shackles were off again. 


"I told you they were too 


tight," Luttrell said, taking the 
shackles out of his pocket. 


"This happened when he was 


in court," Bible said. "We 
searched him but didn't find 
anything. 


"We found five saw blades on 


him recently, but I think I can 
stop him from getting any 
more." 


Bible doesn't know how Lut- 


trell gets out of shackles, but 
guessed "he had a homemade 
handcuff key or a paper clip. If 
they know what they are doing, 
people can get out of these with 
a paper clip."

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Workers Who Quit Will Still Get Compensation

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state Senate has narrowly 
rejected a proposal to cut off unemployment compensation for 
workers who voluntarily quit their jobs. The Senate voted 17-12 
Thursday in favor of an amendment to an unemployment 
compensation bill which would have ended payments to those 
who quit their jobs. That was three votes short of the 20 needed 
to pass the amendment. 
The entire bill, which remains before the Senate, would 
eliminate present laws that let local units of government set up 


their own unemployment compensation systems. Such action 
would force all units of government under the state system. 
Many cities and counties have protested the bill, saying it 
would cost them millions of dollars in extra unemployment 
compensation payments. Backers of the bill argue that some 
local programs cut or eliminate benefit payments for some 
workers who would get paid under the state system. 
But the dispute centered around the state’s controversial law 
which provides reduced payments for people who quit their 
jobs. Under state law. a worker wno quits his job has benefits 
delayed by 13 weeks. The issue of voluntary quits was one of the 


most controversial disputes when the Democratic legislature 
and Gov. William Milliken bargained over unemployment 
compensation revisions more than a year ago. The ineligibility 
period was lengthened to 13 weeks, but the GOP still wants to 
eliminate payments for those who quit. 
( barging that aid to those who voluntarily quit is the biggest 
problem with Michigan's unemployment system. Sen. John 
Welborn, K-Kalamazoo. introduced an amendment to strike 
benefits for such persons. Welborn said more than 182,0<H) 
IH'rsons draw unemployment henefits although they voluntarily 
quit their jobs. Cutting out such payments, he said, could save 


Michigan business $100 million a year in unemploymeni 
payments. 
Other lawmakers agreed with Welborn. Son. Richard Allen 
R-Alma, said it was “ immoral and unethical " to quit and clain 
l)enefits. Sen. Alvin DeGrow commented: “ Here is your chanct 
to do something — in the long run the (present) law is going t< 
kill a lot of jobs in Michigan.” Opponents of the bill arguec 
such revisions should wait until next year, and promised i 
thorough review of the problem. They said the definition i 
“ voluntary quit” presents thorny problems which could not bt 
worked out on the spot 


He*s A 
Slippery 
Prisoner

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - “ I 
don’t know how he does it, but 
he does it," deputy Ray Bible 
says of a prisoner who sheds 
locked shackles like a profes­ 
sional magician, even while he’s 
standing before a judge. 
Bible, deputy warden of the 
Jefferson County Dentention 
Center, was describing John R. 
Luttrell, a prisoner awaiting 
trial on two robbery counts. 
“ He's in maximum security 
now,” Bible said Thursday. 
“ We don't like to bring him out 
anyway.” 
When Luttrell was taken to 
police court for a hearing this 
week, his legs were shackled 
because of his reputation as an 
escape artist. He fled jail twice 
earlier this year. 
The guards put him in a 
holding cell and left for a short 
while. When they came back, 
the shackles were no longer on 
his ankles — they were in his 
pocket. 
The shackles were put back 
on, and Luttrell was taken 
before a judge to have his trial 
date set. But as he left the 
courtroom, guards noticed he 
was walking normally — the 
shackles were off again. 
“ I told you they were too 
tight,” Luttrell said, taking the 
shackles out of his pocket. 
“ This happened when he was 
in court,” Bible said. “ We 
searched him but didn’t find 
anything. 
“ We found five saw blades on 
him recently, but I think I can 
stop him from getting any 
more. ” 
Bible doesn’t know how Lut­ 
trell gets out of shackles, but 
guessed “ he had a homemade 
handcuff key or a paper clip. If 
they know what they are doing, 
l>eople can get out of these with 
a paper clip.” 
Bible said that the next time 
Luttrell is taken out of the de­ 
tention 
center 
the 
U.S. 
marshal’s office has agreed to 
send federal officers to escort 
him. 
Luttrell’s first escape this 
year ended w hen he was recap­ 
tured a day later. The second 
time, he turned himself in 
because he’d broken an ankle 
while escaping. 
Luttrell was convicted earlier 
this year on a charge of first- 
degree assault in connection 
with the shooting of a Louisville 
policeman.

Fruit stands were selling the 


Ix-rry anywhere between SI and 
SI SI a pint, while prices on the 
market were anywhere from $10 
to S12 for a 12-pt. flat. U-piek 
growers, who only face minimal 
costs for labor, were fetching as 
much as 9(1 cents a quart for 
berries, and had little of the 
headaches of hiring picking 
crews.

Prelim inary figures show the 
full-time enrollm ent in public 
schools in Berrien county is 
42,951, the B errien county In­ 
termediate school board learned 
last night. 
The enrollm ent is down 994 
students, or more than 2 per 
cent, from last year, according 
to Intermediate Supt. Raymond 
Sreboth. 
who 
stressed 
the 
figures were compiled from 
verbal reports from each school 
district, and are not the official 
written 
enrollm ents. 
The 
figures are based on last week's 
so-called Fourth Friday count. 
The only K-12 district which 
showed an increase was Bridg­ 
man. which gained 66 students, 
Sreboth 
said. 
This 
year’s 
enrollment at Bridgm an was 
reported at 882, compared with 
816 last year. 
Although Sreboth declined to 
cite reasons for the increase, 
Bridgman schools 
h a\e the 
lowest millage rate in the state 
at 11.626 nulls, according to 
Bridgman 
Supt. 
Dr. 
David 
Lechner. prim arily due to the 
Cook nuclear plant located in 
the district. 
The biggest drop in students 
was at Niles, down 217 from last 
year’s 6.195 to 5,978 this year. 
Sreboth noted districts in the 
south part of the county had 
greater drops in enrollm ent 
than districts elsewhere in the 
county 
The 944 decrease is "the most 
significant 
drop 
in 
several 
years,” according to Sreboth, 
who added schools in Berrien 
probably won't receive as much 
state aid as last year. He was 
unable U) determine how much 
state aid might come into the 
county, noting each district 
must determine how much will 
be 
available 
through 
a 
complicated formula. 
The 1974-75 enrollm ent in 
Berrien dropped 471 from the 
previous year, but in 1975-76 
enrollment 
climbed 
by 
214 
students. 
Sreboth did not have enroll­ 
ment 
figures 
for 
parochial 
schools, 
since they

not 
receive state aid.

1975. demanded examination 
Thursday in Berrien Fifth Dis­ 
trict court on a charge of open 
murder in connection with her 
death and was ordered held 
without bond. 
Libertowski had been fighting 
an 
order of extradition 
to 
Michigan since he was acquitted 
in South Bend Aug. 6 of the 
murder of Janeice Langs, 21, 
whose body has never been 
found 
Libertowski lost that 
battle Thursday after an appeal 
period on the extradition order 
ended with no motions filed by 
his attorneys. 


Libertowski is accused in 
Michigan of the death of Mrs. 
Janis Sander^ of Niles who was 
last seen July 20, 1975, the day 
before her alleged murder. Her 
body has also not been found. 
Both Mrs. Sanders and Miss 
Langs were form er girlfriends 
of Libertowski and each had at 
one tim e lived with him, ac­ 
cording to police investigation 
reports. Mrs. Sanders was the 
mother of two children. 


During arraignm ent before 
.Judue Ronald J. Taylor. Liber­ 
towski requested that the trial 
lie moved out of Berrien county 
because 
of 
the 
“ adverse 
publicity" the case was attract­ 
ing. "I don’t feel I could get a 
fair trial in Berrien county,” 
Libertowski told the court. 
Judge 
Taylor, 
however, 
denied the motion as far as the 
prelim inary 
examination 
is 
concerned because, the judge 
said. “ The court.feels compe­ 
tent to hear the case.” 


Libertow’ski also told the court 
that because of his recent trial 
in South Bond he didn’t have the 
money to hire his own attorney. 
He asked that the court appoint

A move by the Red Wings and the Pistons would deal a crushing 
blow to an already struggling Detroit. Such a move would leave 
baseball’s Detroit Tigers — who recently announced plans to 
renovate aging Tiger Stadium — as the lone big league sports at­ 
traction downtown 
Included in the group which currently owns the property are 
developers Robert Forte and Thomas Payne, along with former 
(ieneral Motors President Edward Cole. 
"We have talked with the Red Wings over the years,” Payne 
said. “ But no deal has been worked out.” 
Cole softened the denials a bit, saying, ‘‘There are many 
priorities which must be considered before anything is said or 
done, and even to speculate would be prem ature.” 
Forte acknowledged he did negotiate with the Red Wings about 
the arena three years ago, and said the plans from those negotia­ 
tions were still available and ready for construction. But no deal 
has been firmed up. Forte said. 
“ It has been no secret that we have talked about an arena on that 
site for several years now and with each passing year we have 
been hopeful of breaking ground,” Forte said. “ But (on) any 
transactions or agreements with the Red Wings or Pistons, I am in 
no position to make any com m ent. In fact, I would deny that 
anything has been signed, sealed and delivered in the way of 
agreem ents.” 
The arena for which Forte had plans drawn up several years ago 
indicated a two-level structure with club-level private suites under 
the second deck sim ilar to that of the football stadium.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - In 


California, the richest plum in 
the presidential campaign, the 
race for 45 electoral votes is tno 
close to call, insiders in both 
party organizations say. 


"If the election were held 


today, we'd lose.'" says state 
Ally. Gen. Evelle Younger, a 
leader in the Ford drive. "But 
we are gaining. I predict the 
winner will have less than 51 per 
cent and the loser, more than -49 
percent." 


Neither party effort has visi- 


bly caught on with L'alfornia 
voters. But Democrat Jimmy 
Carter's lead of 15 to 2(1 percen- 
tage points in polls a month ago 
is down to 6 points in one poll 
and 4 in another. 


When Eugene McCarthy's 


write-in candidacy is taken into 
account, the California Poll's 
41-to-35 Carte'r lead is trimed to 
40-to4S. 


The registration numbers 


favor Carter, while President 
Ford has the stronger campaign 
organization. 


Democrats 
outnumber 


Republicans by 1.8 million, and 
three new Democrats have been 
registering for 
every 
new- 


Republican over the last four 
months. 


Most Democratic efforts since 


the presidential conventions 
have gone into that registration 
drive, 
which 
could 
give 


Democrats a 2 million voter 
majority — about 5.5 million to 
3.5 million Republicans. 


But most of the political ac- 


tivity so far — the mass 
telephoning, precinct walks 
and mailings — has been in the 
Republican camp. 


The "Republican 
Unity" 


campaign, an appeal to vote a 
straight ticket from Ford down 
through state Assembly can- 
didates, has been under vray 
several weeks. 


Carter campaign organizers 


are still vague about how many 
local headquarters or telephone 
banks Hill be opened, or where. 


But neither Ford nor Carter 


has a strong constituency of his 
own in the nation's largest state. 


The outcome in California 


very likely will depend on two 
losers in the presidential derby: 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. and 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


So far, Brown, a 3-1 winner 


over Carter in the California 
primary, has played a more ac- 
tive role in the Carter campaign 
than Reagan has for Ford. But 
Reagan delivered to Ford a 
campaign structure with roots 
down to the precinct level. 


Reagan send mailgrams to 


his 58 county chairman, asking 
them to support Ford. His state 
co-chairman, 
Mike 
Curb, 


followed 
up with 
personal 


telephone calls and told each 
county chairman: "We're not 
kidding. We mean it. Get on 
board." 


Fifty-seven of the 58 now are 


county co-chairmen for Ford. 


There is no comparable or- 


ganization which Brown, oc any 
other California Democrat, can 
turn over to Carter. 


"We don't have an ongoing 


organization that is available to 
particular candidates. We have 
to organize anew each election," 
said Gray Davis, Brown's chief 
of staff and closest political ad- 
viser. 


"The Republican party has 


always maintained organiza- 
tional strength (in California) 
which in relative terms is much 
greater than the Democratic 
party. 
Activists 
in 
the 


Democratic party tend to or- 
ganize around a candidate, 
rather than around a party." he 
said. 


"Brown is doing the most im- 


portant thing he can do, which 
is identify himself with Gov. 


Carter. With Gov. Brown's 
popularity, there is no more 
substantial thinj: he could do," 
Davis said. "We have done 
everything Gov. Carter asked us 
to do." 


Brown has traveled two days 


in California with Carter and 
praised the former Georgia 
governor.

Bigger Retirement Benefits 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Retired school employes, including 


teachers, would receive increased retirement benefits under a bill 
approved by the state Senate. The bill, passed 29-3 and sent to the 
House, would provide a cost-of-living increase for retired public 
school employes. Opponents warned the. bill will cost the state 
some 815 million a year. It the provisions are extended to other 
state employes benefits would cost more than 850 million a year, 
said the opponents. The bill would provide a cost-of-living 
increase in retirement benefits of between two and 16 per cent 
over a two-year period. That is expected to cost the state 87 
million for 1976-77 and Sin million for 1977-78. The bill also would 
provide military service credit for up to five years of active duty. 
Opponents said the provision sets a dangerous precedent and 
might result in having to give other state employes similar credit. 
Bullet-Proof Partition 


FLINT. Mich. (AP) — The judge's bench area will be shielded 


by a bullet-proof partition, under General Services Administra- 
tion plans for renovating the Federal Court building here, officials 
say. The clerk for Federal Judge James Harvey said the bullet- 
proofing was not prompted by any past incidents, but is merely an 
added security precaution. The clerk said he vaguely recalled an 
incident about 10 years ago in Bay City where a federal judge had 
to hit the deck to avoid a shotgun blast. But, he said, it's difficult 
to imagine the government taking that long to respond to the 
situation. 
The House Has Refused 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The House has refused to hold back 


state money from transportation systems which do not buy buses 
that are accessible to the elderly and handicapped. But after 
rejecting that proposal, the House put a moratorium on purchases 
of buses until the legislature can w:rite new language to require 
the vehicles be accessible. The House voted 43-45 on a measure 
that would have denied funds to transportation authorities or 
governments to buy new vehicles unless they could lie used by the 
elderly and handicapped, including those wheelchair-bound. 
Several lawmakers said the provision did not go far enough 
because it did not say how some severely handicapped persons 
would get to the bus stops to use the vehicles. 
Foster Grandparent Program 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A bill expanding a foster grandparent 


program and putting it under the state Office of Services to the 
Aging has been signed into law. The law also expands the project, 
previously run by the federal government, to include a new 
program in Port Huron. The foster grandparent plan has enlisted 
403 grandparents to provide companionship and help to 806 
mentally handicapped children. The senior citizens are paid a 
yearly stipend of 81,600. The Port Huron program will be funded 
by $76,000 in state money for 1976-77 and 867,800 transferred by 
the federal government from Illinois to Michigan. Gov. William 
Milliken also signed a bill ensuring the confidentiality of infor- 
mation received by a member or agent of the Michigan 
Employment Relations Commission in the course of arbitration. 
"I believe that the mediation and arbitration processes are so 
sensitive that confidentiality of information given the mediator or 
arbitrator must be maintained," Milliken said. Another bill 
signed Thursday exempts any property in a U.S. Customs port- 
of-entry bonded warehouse from property taxes. The law is 
intended to exempt property in warehouses at the Battle Creek 
and Grand Rapids airports.

Extra 82.8 Million For Schools 


LANSING, Mich. (AIM — The state Senate has approved an 
extra jiU.S million in school aid for school districts which have 
suffered dramatic enrollment declines. The bill, passed 30-3 and 
sent to the House, would replace mone> vetoed from the 197H-77 
school aid bill by Gov William Miliiken. The measure would pay 
about $65 per pupil to school districts which lost more than two 
per cent of their students. Lawmakers said those districts suffer 
reduced state aid because of such declines in enrollment, but still 
must maintain buildings and other costly sen ices until the 
district can adjust to the reduced number of students. In passing 
the bill, the Senate defeated attempts to include $8.2 million extra 
for school districts in areas with property tax rates exceeding 125 
per cent of taxes for other districts in the state.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The three candidates for an eight- 
year term on the Michigan Supreme Court will appear together 
Tuesday for an informal debate and question-answer session. It 
will be one of the few joint appearances by Chief .lustice Thomas 
Kavanagh and the men seeking his seat. Detroit Recorder s Court 
.ludge Roman S Gribbs and Alpena Circuit Court Judge Joseph 
P Swallow. The meeting will lx> at 7:30 p.m. in the auditorium of 
Downing Elementary School, Riverview 


September Road Toll Loner 


LANSING, Mich (AP) — Michigan traffic accidents in Sep­ 
tember claimed 171) lives, 20 fewer than in September 1975. State 
Police said Thursday. The deaths brought to 1,415 the total for the 
first nine months of the year. 87 more than in the same period last 
year. 


Bijjaer Retirement Benefits 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Retired school employes, including 
teachers, would receive increased retirement benefits under a bill 
approved by the state Senate. The bill, passed 29-3 and sent to the 
House, would provide a cost-of-living increase for retired public 
school employes. Opponents warned the bill will cost the state 
some $15 million a year. If the provisions are extended to other 
state employes benefits would cost more than $50 million a year, 
said the opponents. The bill would provide a cost-of-living 
increase in retirement benefits of between two and Hi per cent 
oxer a two-year period. That is expected to cost the state $7 
million for 1976-77 and $15 million for 1977-78. The bill also would 
provide military service credit for up to five years of active duty. 
Opponents said the provision sets a dangerous precedent and 
might result in having to give other state employes similar credit. 


Bullet-Proof Partition 


FLINT. Mich. (A P) — The judge's bench area will be shielded 
by a bullet-proof partition, under General Services Administra­ 
tion plans for renovating the Federal Court building here, officials 
say. The clerk for Federal .ludge .lames Harvey said the bullet- 
proofing was not prompted by any past incidents, but is merely an 
addtKl security precaution. The clerk said he vaguely recalled an 
incident about 10 years ago in Bay City where a federal judge had 
to hit the deck to avoid a shotgun blast. But, he said, it’s difficult 
to imagine the government taking that long to respond to the 
situation. 


The House Has Refused 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The House has refused to hold back 
state money from transportation systems which do not buy buses 
that are accessible to the elderly and handicapped. But after 
rejecting that proposal, the House put a moratorium on purchases 
of buses until the legislature can write new language to require 
the vehicles be accessible. The House voted 43-45 on a measure 
that would have denied funds to transportation authorities or 
governments to buy new vehicles unless they could In* used by the 
elderly and handicapped, including those wheelchair-bound. 
Several lawmakers said the provision did not go far enough 
because it did not say how some severely handicapped persons 
would get to the bus stops to use the vehicles. 


Foster Grandparent Program 


LANSING. Mich. (A P) — A bill expanding a foster grandparent 
program and putting it under the state Office of Services to the 
Aging has been signed into law. The law also expands the project, 
previously run by the federal government, to include a new 
program in Port Huron. The foster grandparent plan has enlisted 
403 grandparents to provide companionship and help to 806 
mentally handicapped children. The senior citizens are paid a 
yearly stipend of $1,600. The Port Huron program will be funded 
by $76,000 in state money for 1976-77 and $67,800 transferred by 
the federal government from Illinois to Michigan. Gov. William 
Miliiken also signed a bill ensuring the confidentiality of infor­ 
mation received by a member or agent of the Michigan 
Employment Relations Commission in the course of arbitration. 
“ I believe that the mediation and arbitration processes are so 
sensitive that confidentiality of information given the mediator or 
arbitrator must be maintained,” Miliiken said. Another bill 
signed Thursday exempts any property in a U.S. Customs port- 
of-entry bonded warehouse from property taxes. The law is 
intended to exempt property in warehouses at the Battle Creek 
and Grand Rapids airports.

Frank Barnes of Birmingham literally had to be helped on the 
plane by the instructor. Captain T W. “ Slim” Cummings, a 
former psychologist. Ten minutes after takeoff, Barnes was 
laughing, talking and sipping champagne in the aisle. His wife 
cried tears of appreciation. 
Lorraine Pew. an Ann Arbor schoolteacher and former flight 
attendant, said she would apply again for her job at Eastern 
Airlines — a job which had terrified her at every takeoff or bout 
with rough weather. 
Several other passengers, however, said they weren't sure when 
they would take another flight. 
There were throe basic elements to the course. First. Cum­ 
mings offered the group facts and figures showing the safety of 
air travel. 
The second step involved meeting the full range of airline 
personnel: flight attendants, mechanics, pilots and air traffic 
controllers. Finally. Cummings trained them in a relaxation 
technique which involves a deep breathing exercise. This deep 
breathing, he says, is the key to calming fears. 
Cummings often repeated his belief that, “ If you are relaxed, 
you cannot be afraid."
